WAS RELEASED TUESDAY 



One of the features of the grand 
jury's report Tuesday afternoon" was 
the release of Joseph Glaus from the 
custody of the sheriff. Glaus had been 
held for the shooting of Harry Kerr ^t 
Lake Villa several weeks ago. 

After hearing the testimony of U 
witnesses th? grand jury found not the 
slightest evidence on which to base an 
Indictment. 

It was shown that Kerr hod been ftned 
in justice court for having made an as- 
sault on Claua and his wife and that he 
had averred at that time that he would 
"get" him (Glaus). After this hear 
ing in justice court Gtaua went into the 
street and got in bis buggy. Whereup 
on Kerr is said to have started to climb 
up into the buggy, acting in a menac- 
ing manner. Witnesses to the shooting 
testified that Glaus thought his life was 
in danger, and drawing bis revolver 
shot in self defense. 

Friends of Claris have maintained 
from the Rrst that he shot In self-de- 
fense there were some who thought the 
grand jury might put the case up to a 
court of record so that all the details 
might be brought out. The grand jury 
felt however that no jury would enter a 
verdict of guilt under the circumstance. 

One of -the grand jurors in speaking 
of the incident said: "1 wouldn'thavff 
taken any chances if I had been in 
Glaus' boots. Kerr had sworn to get 
him and was apparently about to carry 
oat his threat. 

Furthermore, if we had indicted Glaua 
there isn't any twelve men in the 
county who would have convicted the 
defendent. It would haVe been a mere 
waste of the county's money. 

Sheriff Grif!in was given instruction 
late Tuesday afternoon to release Glaus 
from the county jail. The young man 
waa delighted and lost no time in mak- 
ing his way to his home at Lake Villa. 

'Tm sorry I had to shoot, Kerr," ha 
aaid "but I did it because I thought he 
mightkiilmeif I didn't." 

He was very grateful for the consid- 
eration shown him by the grand jury. 
His friends In speaking of the aftnir said 
it was merely a question of . being ac- 
quitted at this time or after a jury in 
Circuit court had listened to the evi- 
dence. The release of Glaus seemed to 
be taken as a matter of fact by all who 
are acquainted with facts in the case.

Genesee street, the headquarters of the 
Commercial association. 

The organization of the association 
will be perfected as soon as possible 
after receipt of the license from the 
secretary of state. 

The stock, will be issued in series, at 
$100 paj, payoble in monthly install- 
ments. 

The importance of building and loan 
asBociations has had a continual growth 
for years and few progressive cities 
are without one or more of them. They 
stimulate saving among the people and 
at the same time afford a means of se- 
curing loans with which to build that 
existing agencies cannot fill. 

The organization of a building and 
loan association is one of the initial 
Steps of the Commercial Association in 
meeting the housing problem in Wau- 
kegan.

In tlie collection shown in the new 
building of the National museum in 
this city Is a remarlmhiy One exhibit 
of meteorites. It Includes complete me- 
teorites ranging In hIzo from the 
merest pebbles to great bowlderlike 
inasses, and casts reproducing giant 
forms like that of Ilacublr^to. wblcli 
bus been estimated to weigh 'J.'i tuns, 
and still rests whore it fell In Jiexico. 

The National museum has recently 
Issued a handbook and descriptive catalogue of tho nieteorlte' collection 
tho museum, written by Dr. George V. jrorrlll. head curator of geology. 

Altliougli meteorites have presunuibly fidlon since time Immemorial 
great deal of skepticism was felt at Ilrst by both the popular and sclentlut; 
minds regarding the possibilities of stones falling from siuice. So great was 
this Bkepticisni that the examples preserved In tho public museums we're 
onco hidden or discarded, tho custodians fearing to mako laughing stocks of 
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London. — Bandages are cUndnutcd 
In the latest methods of healing ob- 
stinate wounds here. This Is one of 
the marvelous developments of surgery 
to which the war has given Impetus. 
One of the iiorrurs of hospitals is 
dressing wounds. Strong, brave men 
scream Involuntarily with pain every 
day wlion the bandages arc removed 
and the wounds treated. 

At Queen Alexandra's military lios- 
pital today several patients were ex- 
hibited undergoing the new treatment. 
Two of these men were most severely 
wounded In September of last year. 
and for ten months hud been treated 
In the customary vay wltliout any sign 
of healing. On August 2 they were 
brought to this hospital, the hauduges 
were flung away, tlie wounds were 
sul)jected to repeated uppllcatinns of 
a stream of ozone, being lightly cov- 
ered with a loose layer of lint. In Ibe 
Intervals, and In four days healing was 
in rapid progress. 

This treatment Is simplicity itself. 
Oxygon passes from a reservoir into 
nn electrical machine which converts 
It Into ozone ; the ozone flows out 
through a line metal tube. The nm- 
chine Is wlieelod close to the piilient's 
bed. tbe wound uncovered, and a 
atrea^l of the mlcrubc-kllllng ozmie 
flow? into the deepest recesses. Mo 
palnilii dragging oIT of bandages, no 
rcbandaging of tho limb to hurt and 
exlmust the patient. ■ 

New Treatment a Success. 
Hero was seen a soldier who had 
lost his right foot, with a stump cov- 
ered with skin su hcaltby and bard 
that he could walk upon it, a surgical 
marvel. 

What might be called the open-air 
treatment of wounds has como to suiy. 
At the Herbert hospital is a soldier 
with a bad compound fracture of tlio 
leg. The limb Is not swathed In many 
yards of handngo,s as wns the custom, 
but lies between sandbags to secure 
Immobility and Is covered only witli a 
single layer of lint. The lint Is kept 
constantly wet with peroxide of liy- 
drogen. Surrounding the leg Is a large 
cage covered with a slieet of tldn but- 
ter 'muslin, so that the wound Is con- 
tlntmlly refreshed by a free current of 
air. Kxtremcly rapid healing and 
freedom from the agony of manipula- 
tion are tho great gains from lids 
mode of treatment. 

Tho whirlpool bath Is entirely a war 
Invention, -from whlcli excellent residts 
.In cases of stiff joints have boon ob- 
tained In France. It consists of a 
small oblong bath, fliled with water 
which Is kept In continuous movement 
by a ndnlature propeller revolved at 
a very high si)eed by moans of an elec- 
tric motor. A stiff arm or leg, hand 
or foot, placed In tho bath and kept 
there for some time Is much improved 
by the stimulus of the running water. 
Marvelous exanjples of bon>; cnrijen- 
try are to bo seen, sucli as tho trans- 
ference of a large piece of bone from 
the leg to Uli a gup In the arm bone 
or Jaw. 

Trench foot Is bolng more or less 
successfully treated by massage, oper- 
ation, and other methods. 

After the Surgeon the Masseur. 
All sorts of Joint injuries go to Ilaiit- 
merHmlth hospital, and there, as well 
as at otiier hospitals. Is to be seen 
a collection of ingenious exercises for 
restoring mobility. When the surgeon 
has d(mo all that he can ilio patient 
goes to the masseurs and the exercis- 
ers. If his wrist Is stift' lie twists 
n *iar with graduated resistance; If ho 
cannot fully close his hand he grasps 
a thick bar and turns It, passing on to 
thinner wpd thinner bars ta tho hand 



Improves; tho patient with a fitlff knee 
is put to ^exercise on r. stationary bi- 
cycle; others, according to the nature 
and situation of the defect, practice 
rowing, clinildng ladders, pulling on 
weighted ropes; and with these cura- 
tive exercises Is combined nmssnge, 
with electric treatment, and other 
remedies. 

In, the laboratories of the Itoyal 
Army medical college vaccines are 
nmde to secure the men against ty- 
plmld fever, which used to be more 
fatal In war tlmn tlie bnyoncfand the 
bullet combined ; paratyphoid fever, so 
rare formerly, so conmion now In 
France; the cholera of Suloniki and 



dicr's worst trench enemies In cold 
weather. 

About ten million doses of these 
vaccines have been sent out from Mil- 
wall since tlie war began. Among 
tlieni is a most valuable mixed vac- 
cine which gives protection from both 
typhoid and the two forms of paraty- 
phoid fever. Tids has been In use 
since January lust. Quite new. since 
tlie war began, are the measures tak- 
en for discovering whether anyone 
who comes In contact wltli soldiers Is 
carrying the Infection of spotted fever 
nt the back of his noso. for, ultliougli 
lilmself quite free from the disease.

Irish Aviator, Shot Down 
Africa, Tells of Remarkable 
Adventures. 
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THREE DAYS IN THE JUNGLE 
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Escapes From a Lion by Climbing a 
Tree— Three of His Ribs Broken 
When Machine Is Brought 
_ ' Down. 

London.^ — Tales of adventure from 
tlio Jungles of Soutli Africa, where 
Cenoral Hmuts Is operating against 
the Oernmus. are not uncommon, but 
it is seldom tliut the wild events c-u- 
coimtered by Cupt. A. T. O'Brien of 
tile iCoyal Flying corps, told liero, have 
been equaled. 

Tho details of his adventures were 
contained in a letter from his wife lo 
rulallvos In England and have Just bt- 
come public. It is probublo tlmt 
O'Brien will bo decorated for his sorv- 
Icos to tlie Urltlsli govornmont and in 
recognition of his hardiness In surviv- 
ing an ordeal that would have meant 
death to the average soldier. 

lie reported to General Smuts last 
April far down in German Africa be- 
low Koimou Irangl. lils work as an 
aerial scout ahead of the Brltisii 
troops operating against tlie Gennann 
won him fame. Klylng over the Jun- 
gles and tangled bru.sh country during 
the rainy season Is dilllcult. AVIien nn 
army of vlgllnnt enemies Is added, tho 
task becomes nmre than dangerous. 
Tile Intrepid Irlshnmu llnally engaged 
on tho losing side of an argument with 
enemy anti-aircraft guns. 

His Machine Brought Down. 
. Me was Hying over Jungle country 
when Gonuau guns located hlin. One 
of his wings collapsed and the umchlne 
side slipped into ibo trees, which par- 
tially broke the fall, tlion crashed lo 
tho ground. Had it not been for the 
trees both driver and umchlne would 
have boon smashed to bits. As It was, 
llireo of O'Urlon's ribs wore crushed 
nnd for several hours he lay In a 
swamp nnconsclousi 

Slowly he recovered his senses ant) 
toolt an Inventory of bis Injuries. He 
could walk without dllliculty, hut when 
lie swung his arms, the broken rlhs 
hurt cruelly. Holding his arms tight 
to bis .sides, Iio scouted through the 
nolghlioring Jungles, where lie discov- 
ered unndstaknble signs of the enemy. 
Lator, he heard a colnnm of infantry 
approaching, and fearing capture Im 
set nrc to the aeroplane and daslied 
oiT tlirough tlie underbrush. 

Hour after hour ho maintained a 
fast pace with (lie pain In his side in- 
creasing wltli every stop. Wlien night 
fell ho crawled high into a vhio-cov- 
orcd tree, Soniul sleep was Inipnssl- 



At tile ilrst splash a score of huge 
"crocs" on a point of land down stream 
nmde for him. There followed a race 
botweon the maneaters and tho quarry 
tlmt nearly ended disastrously for tlio 
Irislunan. The last few yards were 
hcartbroaklng. for as he glanced back 
over his slionlder he could see tim 
yawning mouths niul ridges of Jagged 
teetli straining to reach lilm. As ho 
Kcnunliled up the muddy bank he hoard 
a dozen vicious snaps. ' 

Almost exhausted. he trudged 
through the tangled hrush near the 
river.

Amazed, Uie sentry went forward, and 
there found O'Brien half crazod with 
thirst, fioalied with mud and covered 
with blood from scores of slight cuts. 

His wife, to wimm he had boon 
married but n few weeks before lie left 
for SouUi Africa, had left Kngland to 
Join him before he was reportotl ndss- 
Ing. When he recovered from tho 
fever and opened his eyos for hi.H flr.'^t 
conscious look itt his surroundings. his 
wife was sitting by his side, having ar- 
rived In the meantime, and nursed him 
through the critical Illness.

ED THE LACOn UNION. 

J(j The President is now a can- 
""' didate for office and speaks v.'ell 
of labor. Until he became a 
candidate for office, and as long 
as he was President of a Univer- 
sity, he, with entire safety, ig- 
nored or assailed the Labor 
Unions, indeed, he was then 
their bitter, ungenerous, and 
often unjUEt critic. At the Pec 
pie's Forum on February 25, 
1905, he said: "Labor Unions 
^ dras the highest man to the level 
g of the lowest." In an address at 
P a dinner in the Waldorf-Astoria 
5i on March 18, 1907, in speaking of 
• the capitalists, he said: "There 
is another equr.Cy formidable 
enemy to eqoaiity and better- 
ment of cppcrtunlty, and that 
is the clns.-; formed by the la< 
bor crganii?»ticn<: and leaders of 
this country." In a letter writ- 
ten January 12, 1909, he said: "I 
am a fierce partisan of the open 
shop." In June of the same 
year, speaking at Princeton, he 
said: "The usual standard of 
the employe in our day Is to 
give as little as he may for his 
wages. Labor is standardized 
by the trades unions and this 
is the standard to which It is 
made to conform. I need not rd 
point out how economically dis- M 
astrous such a regulation of la- 5 
bor is. The labor of America 
is rapidly becoming unprofitable 
under this regulation. Our eco- 
nomic supremacy may be lost 
because the country grows more 
and more full of unprofitable 
servanta." I have no question 
that when Mr. Wilson thus 
cpoke he expressed his sincere 
convictions. Less than two years 
later he was in public life and 
immediately his attitude chang- 
ed. There Is no reason to believe 

that hia convictions changed. 

From the Speech of Colonel 
Roosevelt at Battle Creek, 
Michigan, In Behalf of Mr. 
Hughes. 
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There Is no good reason why any 
persoA^even nlthoughhe Is not gen- 
jerally a student of such mutters— 
I should not fully understand the peud- 
I Ing tai amendment to Uie Illinois con- 
stitution. It Is simple, and, In fact In- 
teresting and worthy of study. 

The amendment Is prihted below, in 
full. As will be scon, It does not In- 
sert Into the constitution anything un- 
usual or revolutionary, it merely 
takes out of the consUtuUon the re- 
quirement that tlio general assem- 
bly shall observe the rule of uniformity 
In taiutlon. That Is to say, the legis- 
lature cannot classify the different 
Unds^of property according to kind 
and put a differtat rate on each rlass. 
The pending uroendment simply re- 
moves this restriction from the con- 
stitution, but only as to personal prop- 
erty. It does not affect real estate. 
The nmentiment follows: 

Text of the Amendment. 
ArUcle IX, Sec. 14.— From and after 
the date when tills section shall be In 
force the powers of the general as- 
sembly over the subject matter of the 
taxation of personal property shnll be 
as complete and tinrestrlcted as they 
would be if sections one. three, nine 
and ten of this article of the constitu- 
tion did not exist; provided, however, 
that any tax levied upon personal 
property must be uniform as to per- 
sons and property of the same class 
within the jurisdiction of tlie body im- 
posing the same, and all exemptloua 
from taxation shall be by general law, 
and shall he revocable by the general 
asseinbly at nay time. 

The secretary of state, In compli- 
ance with law, has ser.t to county 
clerks throughout the state a state- 
ment—approved by Attorney General 
Lucey — for use In oli^'-tion prtlen<?, j.^. 
plalnl'ug tlie amen(!i.it-:]t. , a, r quot- 
ing the sections of tl:e eo::f'-ti[i:ii.iU to 
be afTectt'd the stateii.eiii, ^ayn: 

"The o::ly basis uruii uhU-h taioa 
may be levied is t::at of the vi.!ualion 
of pn.i.erty. If the pro-oed ainer^d- 
ment s^iould be adopter;, saiii section 
1 of article would he changed by the 
amendment so as to permit the legis- 
lature to enact laws which would sub- 
stitute different and suitable rates and 
methods for the just and sure taxation 
of each of the various classes of per- 
sonal property, Instead of the present 
so-called "uniform" method, which re- 
sults In the escape of millions from 
taxation. 

Improved Tax System Possible. 
"Laws passed pursuant to said 
amendment may provide for the as- 
sessment of intangible property at a 
lower rate than other forma of prop- 
erty. It being a matter of common 
knowledge tinit a comparatively large 
part of the Intangible property of tills 
fctale escapes taxation. Therefore, tan- 
gible property, such as real estate and ' 
various forms of personal property] 
must bear disproportionate burdens, ' 
"The proposed amendment would of- ! 
feet section 3, to the extent that ' 
laws may he passed by the leg- 
islature, classifying ilie personal 
prorK;rty wldch may or may not be ex- 
empted by the general assembly, p^(^ 
vlded tliat any exemption made must 
be hy general nnd not Hpeclul law, 
•and shall aot be contractual but re- 
vocahio at any time. 

"Under the proposed amendment 
sections and 10, would he affected 
by the ..meudment to the extent that 
laws aiay be passed by the general aa- 
semhly permitting municipal oorporn- 
tions to levy taxes on personal proi>- 
erty occordlng to classes, In such man- 
ner as the general osHifmhly may pro- 
vide by law as it may elect. 

"The general assembly may provide 
by law a dinereut rate of tux on dif- 
ferent classes of personal property 
which the general n.SKembly. nn it sees [ 
fit, shall provide for by law, but the 
tax rate shall be uniform as to uU ' 
property In each class." j 

Practically there Is no opposition to 
the nmecdment— certainly none that Is 
likely lo be actively effective. But, In : 
Uila there Is danger, for the reason 
that the amendment may be beat- ' 
en, even though It have more 
votes cast for It than are cast, against 
IL This is because the coaatltutloa 
provides that tlie amendment must re- 
ceive a majority of the votes of all 
Ihe electors voting nt the election nt 
which the rfrnendraent Is submitted. 
The Illinois Constitution says; "The 
General Assembly shall have no power 
to propose amendments ... to the 
same article oftener than once In four 
5«ears," The pending amendment to ar- 
ticle DC— Ilevonue, whetlier adopted or 
rejected, prevents the suhmlfesion of 
any other tax amendment until 11)20 
It la recognized In Illinois, aa In oth- 
er states, that needed tax refonns re- 
late almost, If not. entirely to person- 
al property, tax rates and methods of 
assessment. The nmendment entrusts 
the work of remodeling our personal 
property tax system to the General 
Assembly, and, to whom else can It be 
entrusted?

For 
more than a year my shed was tho 
only one of the kind In Bentford, and 
that next winter I used to see raachln- 
cry standing behind bama, half burled 
In snow and Ice, going to pieces for 
want of care. I verily believe tliat the 
New England farmer of today la the 
most shiftless mortal north of tlio Ma- 
son and Dixon line— and he hasn't 
hookworm for an excuse. 

My next expenditure was for n ce- 
ment root cellar, which scarcely needs 
defense, as I had no silo on the barn, 
and It would not pay to Install one for 
only two cows. But the tliird Item 
filled Mike with scorn. I had been 
making him milk tho cows otit of doors 
for some weeks, taking a tip from one 
of the big estates, and keeping an eye 
on him to see that he washed his bonds 
properly and put on one of the wlilto 
milking coats I had purchased. His 
utter contempt for that whlto rig was 
comical, but when I told birn that I 
n-as f^lnj; to have a cork and asphalt 
brick floor laid In tho cow shed be 
wos Hpeochlcss.

"Well, I never seen screens on a 
bam before," said ho, "and I guess 
nobody else Iver did.

Are 
yez goln' to put In a bathroom for the 
horse?" 

Bert was almost as sct^mful of the 
screens aa Mike, though he understood 
the cork-aaphalt floor, having, In fact, 
unconsciously persunded me to Install 
It by telling mo how the cows of a 
dairyman in the next town had been 
injured by slipping on a concrete floor. 
My floor had the advantage of con- 
Crete, but gave the cows a footing. 
There bad never been screens on n. 
bam In Bentford before, however, nor 
any chloride of lime used. This was 
too much for Bert. But Mrs. Bert was 
Interested. After our screens had been 
on ten days and the bam cellar had 
been limed, Mrs. Pllllg pointed out that 
tlm number of flies caught on the fly 
paper on the kitchen door had de- 
creased at least 400 per cent "And I 
think what's there now come down 
from your place," she added to Mrs.

"Plant your perennial lodds In as 
rich and cool a place as you can," ho 
told UB, "and expect to lose at 'least 
three-fourths of your larkspur. When 
your foxglove pUints ore large enough 
to transplant, make long trenches In 
the vegetable garden, with manure at 
the bottom and four Inches of soil on 
top. and set In the plants. Do It early 
In September If you can. so that they 
can make roots before our early frosts 
Then you'll have fine plants for bed- 
ding In spring. If you buy any plants, 
get 'em from a nursery farther north 
If possible. They have to be very 
hardy here." 

We went through the seed catalogues 
as one wanders amid manifold tempta- 
tions, but we kept to our purpose of 
planting only the simpler, more old- 
fashioned blooms at present In addi- 
tion to the bulbs, which came' later, 
we resolved to sow pansles, sweet Wil- 
liam, larkspur, Conterbury bells, fox- 
glove, peach bells, oriental poppies, 
platycodon, veronica, mallow (for back- 
ing to the pool especially), hollyhocks, 
phlox (both the early variety, the dl- 
varicata, blooming in May, and, of 
course, the standard decussata. The 
May phlox we secured In plants). All 
these seeds were carefully planted In 
the new beds between the pool and the 
orchard, where we could water them 
plentifully, and Stella, with the In- 
stincts of the true gardener, babied 
and tended those seedlings almost as 
If they wore human. Without her 
care, probably, tliey would never have 
pulled through the dry, hot weeks 
which followed. 

We used to walk down to see them 
every morning after breakfast, when 
Stella watered them, dipping the water 
from the pool and sending Antony 
and Cleopatra scuriylng. Antony nnd 
Cleopatra were the goldfish which the 
Eckstroms, true to their promise, had 
sent us. The poor things were un- 
named when they arrived, but their 
aspect— tJie one dark and sinuous, tho 
other pompously golden — betrayed 
their Identity.

We have bad 
to beg plants from other people. 'Even 
as tho gardener predicted, the tender 
little larkspur plants mysteriously 
died. Wo ringed them with stiff paper, 
wo surrounded them with coal 
ashes, wo evcu sprayed them -rfltl 
bordeaux and a rsenato of lead. 
But they still were devoured at 
tho roots or tlio tops, or mys- 
teriously gave up the ghost with 
no apparent cause. We started with 
two, hundred, and when autumn cam* 
we bad just thirty loft 

"Still." snld Stella, cheerfully, "thli^ 
ty win make quite a brave show." 

"If they survive tlie winter," said 1. 
gloomily. "I'vo not the patience to hi 
a gardener." 

"It Is a good deal like reform," Stella 
replied.

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FAVORITE ROSES 
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-the Flowers Are Unusually Large; : 



By ELIZABETH VAN BENTHUYSEN. 
There Is absolutely nothing In tlie 
renlm of esthetic culture that Is so 
thoroughly dominated by personal fa- 
vor ns tho selection of a pet rose. 
Every lover of the garden nnd of tho 
home beautiful selects a favorite rose 
almost ns soon as the Interest of flower 
culture Is born. 

I have been much interested In the 
Benson's favorites and the reasons 
given by roue enthusiasts for Uiclr 
likes and dislikes. They ofl:or to tho 
student nnd the culturist valuable 
hints In tho care and selection of any 
favorite, because what one may And ns 
nn argument for his pet blossom may 
be equally true In any number of cases 
nnd many of my renders may be able 
readily to meet the claims ndvanccH by 
others ond find equal merit for their 
own selections. 

The delicate formation, coloring and 
perfume of the rose all combine to 
make Its study especially worth \Uille. 
Intelligent choice of u favorite nft<n 
marks the flower-lover ns gifted— and 
a selection that docs not follow popular 
fancy always reveals an amateur who 
Is not superficial. For Instance, the 
enthusiasts are now experimenting 
with the Gruss nua Toplltz, o love- 
ly hybrid tea, to find out how well 
it win stand the winter In nMrthern 
climates. Por.snnally, I tidnk that the 
rose Is sufflclcntly luir-Jy to stand nny- 
llilng save an unusually cold zone. It 
bas the advantage, too, of being n pro- 
lific producer of blooms. From May 
until November the raiser of the pretty 
tea rose Is rarely without some sweet 
evidence of the possession; 

It can be planted In tho sunshine or 
In the shade, under banging trees or 
In the open, nnd a little severe pruning 
In the oariy spring Is about nil that 
the delicate rose demands. There Is 
something In the ro.se Oiat binds the 
present to the past ond one feels like 
the oi\ner of a rare old bit of period 
furniture when It forms part of the 
gnrdrn, 

Tlmse who do not believe the an- 
cient adage that every rose musthavo 
Its thorns are showing' much partiality 
tbis year for the Paul Neyron. Every 
month It produces Its flowers, with the 
blossoms on long st'ims nnd leaves of 
a beautiful dark green. If cut when 
In bud, the flowers have a remarkable 



ly every shade of pink. It needs little 
save proper planUng In soil free from 
weeds and fertilizing with old manure. 
Harrison's Yellow, nn Austrian brier. 
Is also one of the favorite flowers of 
tills season's cuUurlsts., It Is a sturdy 
member of tho rose fninlly, possessing 
the hardiness that makes such nn ap- 
peal to the rose lover. Harrison's 
Yellow Is no pampered child of luxury. 
It "Just grows up," like Topsy, If It 
has the least chance. The buds of 
Clear, pure yellow begin to show In 
May. The foliage Is fine and small, 
with a pleasing Sreen, A lazy man or 
woman ought to adore the tj*pe, for It 
needs practically no pruning, unless 
one wishes to limit the growth; The 
flowers are put fortlx on wood of the 
previous sen.son,, so that If pruning Is 
to be done rit nil It ought to bo done 
only after flowering. 

Tho KUlarney rcse Is also being giv- 
en a prominent place In the year's 
planting. Its freedom from disease 
and from Insects commoad It to many 
of the best growers, and tho plnk-and- 
whlte flowers have an odor of wonder- 
ful character. They should bo set 
out In tho spring as soon as the danger 
of frost Is over. Dig a hole two feet 
square by two feet deep, place a few 
stones cit tho bottom for drainage, and 
tlien flII with good soil, mixed with 
well-rottod manure. 

If large roses are wanted, cut tho 
buds so tbnt only a few remain. Cut- 
ting the long stems Improves the plant 
After thorough blooming, prune back 
freely, nnd the bush mIU remain 
healthy and will Increase in size. They 
require covering before tlie frost ap- 
pears.

EVKRYONE who boos to Egypt

American at tlie Siena lioune who had 
heen everywliere and who knew ev- 
erybody. Wlien I told Iilin I would 
like to learn Koniethlng of ChcoiJS 
without the usual nulwancc of guides 
•who knew nothing, telling you every- 
thing, ho Biniled the smile nf tlic man 
who had heen there and knew the 
ropes. "Did you notice," he snld, "n 
small American ling fluttering over a 
neat, white tent at the north of the 
base of old Cheops? For many years 
that has been the headiiuartcrs of my 
jVrnerleim friend, Mr. Dow Covington. 
He knows Cheops, Inside and out, as 
the mother knows the face of her first 
born. Ho could walk through It blind- 
folded and tell you Us story backwiird. 
He's the only mnn who can help you, 
If you can get him," 

I found Sir. Covington located In a 
large, comfortably furnished tent, act- 
ually pitched In tlie very shadow of 
the Pyramid. "Come to my tent at 
eleven tonight," said Sir. Covington 
■\vben, shortly after, I called upon hirii 
and made known my wish. "By tliat 
time the AnUt guides, will have gone 
and wo. will not bo pestered by them. 
By the way, wear your worst suit of 
clothes and a pair of heellcss, cloth or 
rubb(,'.r-80led shoes, If you possess such 
a tlilnp. The trip will test your nerve, 
I see you can stand It. and It will do 
you good; hut don't count on keeping 
tomorrow's engagements," ho added 
smilingly. 

In the Pyramid nt Midnight. 

It was nearly midnight when, with 
lighted lanterns, we found ourselves at 
the entrance of Khufn's mausoleum, 
or, as It Is more often called, owing to 
the fact that Herodotus, "the father 
of history," translated Khufu's name 
Into Greek, the Pyrnndd of Cheops. 

Opening nn Iron grill door, to which 
only Mr. Covington Is authorized to 
carry the key, we entered a large, 
sloping passage some four feet high 
and three and a half wide, cut for the 
most part through solid natural lime- 
stone. Down this wo crawled and 
Rlld for more than 300 feet, finally ar- 
riving at the lowest cavern of the pyr- 
amid, Just 100 foot below the center 
of It. It Is probably the chamber of 
■which the Egyptian priests spoke to 
Herodotus, the one which they told 
him contained the mummy of Khufu, 
but which the first historian never had 
the pleasure of seeing. Near the cen- 
ter of the cavern, cut In solid rock, 
Is a bole which resembles a deep 
grave. One wonders why. On tlie 
southern side Is a long, narrow blind 
passage, also cut In the rock, and 
again one wonders why. 

A short distance from the cavern Is 
the lower ead of an almost perpendic- 
ular well, some three feet by two, 
extending upward for 102 feet to the 
grand gallery. Through this deep well 
shaft Khufu's workaien made tlielr 
egress after blocking with graidte 
plugs the passage by which we en- 
tered. Again the question enters one's 
jnind; Why this tremendous labor to 
construct an entrance and an egress 
f9r a tomb receptacle that apparently 
was never used? 

Placing our feet and hands in the 
boles constructed by those workaien 
of the remote past and pressing our 
backs to the opposite wallof the nar- 
row well, wo slowly and laboriously 
began the i02-fnot ascent. In 1002 
Sir. Covington bad removed some 81 
feet of debris which clogged the lower 
end of the well. It was like Jean Val- 
Jean getting out of the cul-de-.snc — a 
little like It. Using both hands and 
feet, bnck tightly pressed to the wall, 
my calnora tied around liiy nock with 
a handkerchief, holding In my teeth 
the lantern, the bent of which, com- 
bined with that caused by intense 
physical exertion, inado nic; feel as If 
I were In tlio hot room of a Turkish 
-bath with nil my clothes on, my pa- 
tient companion In the lead unavoida- 
bly kicking down upon my bead tho 



dust of more than fifty vanished cen- 
turies, while- hundreds of bats, dis- 
turbed in their slumhersr flapped their 
wings in our faces as they passed be- 
tween our limbs, we niaUo that mem- 
orable ascent 

The Sepulchral Chambers. 

I never fainted In my life, but the 
only reason that I did not do so on 
tlint occasion 'was tlie fear ot adding 
still more unpleasant complications to 
those already on' band. Finally, after 
passing through the strange Utile grot- 
lo where Sir. Covington pointed out 
the mysterious granite block ho dis- 
covered concealed there, we reached 
the grand gallery, where It wus a heav- 
enly pleasure to once more llll our 
lungs with good air. 

We passed through the horizontal 
gallery and entered tho Queen's cham- 
ber, the lower of tho two sepulchral 
chnmbers In the Pyramid, although no 
sarcophagus was found there. We no- 
ticed the smooth, white, pointed roof, 
which distinguishes It from the granite 
King's chamber above. This Queen's 
chamber contains porliaps the finest 
muHonry In the world, tho Joinings of 
the great white limestone blocks being 
almost Invisllile. yet they contain a 
thin, webllko film of white cement. 

We retxiri^cd once more to the grand 
gallery, leading upward to the large 
granlte-llnod room containing a sar- 
coplmgus, supposed to bo IChufu's. 
This magnillcent gallery, 105 feet long, 
28 feet ■ high nnd more than 7 feet 
wide, Is built of white niokattam lline- 
stono. so finely wrought and laid that 
Into the Joints between the blocks It Is 
dlttlcult to Insert tho point of n needle 
or even a hair. Above the second 
overlapping course of atones that com- 
pose the walls there Is a finely cut 
four-Inch groove that extenils right 
around tho entire gallery. lis use Is 
unknown. Yet those ancients must 
have had excellent reasons for chisel- 
ing it out. Again, why? 

Passing from tho grand gaUery 
through the small, mysterious granite 
nntechamber, we found ourselves In 
tho famous superb granite King's 
chnmhor, thir wnlls of which are com- 
posed of Just 100 blocks of rod gran- 
ite. Wo. were nione, and standing by 
tho side' of the mutilated, lldless sar- 
cophagus of that gront Pharaoh who 
reigned more than C.GOO years ago. 
We had the Pyramid entirely to our- 
selves. It was long after midnight. 
There was a deadly silence, broken oc- 
casionally by the.cjilrp of a distant 
bat. The sensation I experienced was 
ono of eerie pleasure, not unmlseU 
with awe. I was In tho presence of a 
great manifestation of power— the liv- 
ing power of a man dead nearly sis 
millenniums ago; a inan who In the 
mornlngof tho world hnd wrought bis 
own Immortality In this architectural 
wonder of tho ages. No one could 
help feeling exalted at tho majesty 
nnd mystery of the great structure; 
Its defiance of time and defeat of In- 
quiry; Its strength nnd beauty; Its 
geometrical perfection. , Then came 
over tho exaltation a fooling of depres- 
sion as 'Of the weight of all the super- 
Imposed niasoary above me, and upon 
that tho weight of centuries nnd of— 
death. \Ve were in a structure ot 
world-nmnzing grandeur, but for all 
that, a tomb.

KNIFE IN BRAIN A 

YEAR, RECOVERS 



How Blade, Penetrating Man's 

Skull, Was Removed, Told 

by Brooklyn Surgeon. 

New York, — How a knife blade one 
Inch long which had penetrated a 
man's skull and entered the brain was 
removed after one year and the man 
restored to hoaltli Is told of by Dr. 
Mathlas FIgueIra of No. 14 Stuyvesant 
avenue, Brooklyn, one of the head 
surgeons at St, Catherine's hospital, 
In a paper puhlished In tlie current 
Issue of the Long Island Jfedlcal Jour- 
nal. 

The man was found by police In tho 
street, apparently Intoxicated, and was 
sent to. the hospital. Ho remained In 
a semi-comatose state and llie follow- 
ing morning In the course of examina- 
tion Doctor Flgnelra passed his hand 
over the man's head and discovered a 
lump. 

The lump. Doctor FIgueIra writes, 
was "about two Indies from the mid- 
dle of tho upper part of the right 
parietal bone. The lump was

not hard nnd on palpitation had a 
peculiar grating sound which I could 
not explain. He was sent to the X- 
ray room and the radlogniphlc pic- 
ture disclosed the vault of the skull 
and sticking Into It was the blade ol 
a knife ono Inch long," 

When the man wan placed on the op* 
orating table It was found that tho 
knife bad been broken off Hush with 
the skull nnd the surgeons could not 
get bold of It, Describing tlie opera- 
tion Doctor Flgiielrn continues: 

*T applied a trephine and cut out a 
button of the bone. There was n very 
beautiful condition of the brain, show- 
ing the wonderful conser\'atIve pow- 
ers of nature In cases of this kind. 
From the constant motion of the brain 
with respiration and the action of the 
heart that knife blade, which was fast 
In the skull, had gradually loosened 
In the bone, so It moved with the 
brain. The bono had become nhsorbed 
by the constant boating of the brain 
and around the knife blnde nature bad 
built a wall of connective tissue to 
protect the brain."

SIGNALS USED ON THE SEA 



Vesoels Have Their Own Methods of 

Imparting Information Which 

Is of Importance. 



There are various ways In which 
ships signal nt son. The iiiost general 
method In diiyllght Is by code flags 
and ponnnntM, these being arranged uc- 
cnnllng to an Intcrnntlounl system of 
slgniils. Tut sometimes, owing to 
weather conditions or distance, It Is 
not easy tn distinguish the colors, pat- 
terns or Hbnpos of the Hags, and then 
other methods have to be adopted. 
Chief among these Is n system of ex- 
hibiting cones, balls nnd drums, vari- 
ous orders and positions representing 
dlfTeront things nccordlns to the rec- 
ognized Internntlonal code. Here are 
some examples: No. 1 moans, Show 
your ensign; No. 2, Is war declared? 
No. S, War Is declared ; No. 4, Beware 
of torpedoes, or Channel Is mined; No. 
5, Enemy Is In sight; No. 0. Keep h 
lookout; enemy's ships reported about, 
disguised as merchantmen. 



Nov/ Telephone-Telegraph. 
Anew telegraph lustrutuent has been 
Invented by means of which any tele- 
graph operator may send messages la 
the Morse code over an ordinary tele- 
phone. This new. Instrument can be 
(tttn'ched to any telephone and the con- 
nection between It Is purely mechani- 
cal. It does not require any additional 
electric circuits. The telephone key has 
a pivot at the end. It produces a sbarii 
distinct sound and Is connected wltli 
the metal case of the telephone by xsso 
clumps. It is claimed that Morse sig- 
nals sent by this Instrument cairy 
longer distances than the human voice 
over lon^ distance telephones, so the 
telephone-telegraph [can bo of great 
\'alue In both supplementary and In 
verifying telephonic 'conversation.
